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HISTORICAL  SKETCH  OF 
SAINT  PAUL'S  PARISH 

The  original  charter  of  the  colony  of  North  Carolina  pro- 
vided, in  1662,  for  the  establishment  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land.  Economic,  political,  and  social  problems,  however,  proved 
so  urgent  that  for  many  years  there  was  little  interest  in  estab- 
lishment, and  then  violent  opposition  to  it.  Not  until  No- 
vember in  1701  was  it  possible  to  get  the  Assembly  to  pass 
an  act  appointing  vestries  in  three  parishes. 

The  first  vestry,  the  oldest  corporation  in  North  Carolina, 
was  that  of  Northeast  Parish,  which  became  St.  Paul's  in  1745. 
The  first  vestrymen  met  at  the  home  of  Thomas  Gillam,  De- 
cember 15,  1701.  The  Hon.  Henderson  Walker,  the  Governor, 
was  responsible  for  the  passing  of  the  Vestry  Act.  Col.  Thomas 
Pollock,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  Council,  was  to  be- 
come its  president  and  Governor  ex  officio.  Nicholas  Crisp, 
Edward  Smithwick,  John  Blount,  and  Col.  William  Wilkinson 
were  or  soon  became  members  of  the  House  of  Burgesses,  of 
which  Col.  Wilkinson  was  Speaker.  Nicholas  Crisp,  John 
Blount,  William  Duckinfield,  and  Nathaniel  Chevin  were 
Justices  of  the  General  Court,  and  William  Benbury  soon  be- 
came a  constable  for  Albemarle  County.  Capt.  Thomas  Luten 
was  deputy  surveyor  for  Chowan  Precinct.  Capt.  Thomas 
Blount  and  James  Long  were  the  remaining  two.  Edward 
Smithwick  gave  an  acre  of  land  for  the  erection  of  the  first 
church  in  the  province,  and  Col.  Wilkinson  and  Capt.  Luten 
were  elected  wardens. 

These  twelve  men  represented  an  area  now  divided  into 
Chowan,  Gates,  Hertford,  Bertie,  and  part  of  Washington  and 
Tyrrell  Counties.  Geographical  representation  was  important 
in  such  an  enormous  parish,  so  important,  indeed,  that  the 
practice  was  continued  until  Church  of  England  activities 
ended  in  the  Revolution  even  though  by  that  time  this  parish 
had  been  reduced  to  the  area  of  the  present  Chowan  and  Gates 
Counties. 

The  function  of  the  vestry  was  more  closely  related  to 
that  of  a  modern  board  of  county  commissioners  than  to  that 
of  a  modern  vestry.  It  was  the  business  of  the  vestry  to  settle 
boundary  disputes,  provide  for  the  poor  and  infirm  regardless 
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of  religious  affiliation,  pay  the  official  bounties  for  the  destruc- 
tion of  "vermin"  (anything  from  squirrels  to  wolves  and 
wildcats),  collect  the  tithes  to  finance  this  program,  and, 
almost  incidentally,  pay  a  clergyman  and  pay  for  a  church.  It 
is  hardly  surprising  that  the  parish  took  thirty-five  years  to 
start  building  a  permanent  church  and  twenty-five  more  to 
put  glass  in  its  windows. 

The  first  church  was  a  small  wooden  chapel  twenty-five 
feet  long,  still  unfloored  in  1708,  when  the  vestry  decided  it 
was  inadequate,  and  determined  to  build  a  church  forty  feet 
long  and  twenty-four  feet  wide.  Whether  they  did  this  or  even 
enlarged  the  original  church  is  not  known;  in  any  case,  the 
church  in  use  in  1713  was  still  unfinished. 

In  1722  the  Assembly  passed  an  act  to  enlarge  the  town 
of  Edenton,  providing  a  place  for  a  church,  a  house  for  the 
Governor,  a  Court  House,  a  cemetery,  a  market  place,  and  a 
Council  Room.  Thus  the  four  lots  now  included  in  St.  Paul's 
Churchyard  were  transferred  to  the  Church  by  Act  of  As- 
sembly rather  than  by  purchase  from  the  town  commissioners. 
The  next  year  another  Act  of  Assembly  ordered  that  £200  sterl- 
ing given  by  the  Lords  Proprietors  should  be  used  towards  the 
construction  of  a  brick  church  in  Edenton,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  commissioners  appointed  to  build  the  Court 
House,  prison,  and  Council  Room.  This  church  was  to  be  at 
least  fifty  feet  long  and  twenty-five  feet  wide,  "with  proper  pews 
or  seats  for  the  Gov't  and  Council,  the  Members  of  Assembly 
and  Justices  of  the  General  Court."  An  additional  sum  of  £200 
was  to  be  provided  from  the  "publick"  treasury  so  that  the 
church  might  be  "handsomely  and  completely  finished,  fit  for 
the  service  of  God."  These  provisions  explain  why  the  1725 
chalice  and  paten  are  inscribed  "for  y^  use  of  y®  Church  in  Eden- 
ton," eleven  years  before  any  work  on  it  ever  began. 

The  spiritual  activities  of  the  Church  were  carried  on  by 
missionaries  of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel, 
and  by  lay  readers.  Except  for  the  Rev.  John  Urmston  (1708- 
1722),  the  early  missionaries  were  rarely  in  residence  more 
than  a  year.  Dr.  John  Blair  (1704),  the  Rev.  Henry  Gerrard 
( 1705 ) ,  the  Rev.  William  Gordon  ( 1708 ) ,  Dr.  Thomas  New- 
nam  (1722-1723),  Dr.  John  Blacknall  (1725-1726),  the 
Rev.  Bevil  Granville  (1732),  and  the  Rev.  John  Garzia 
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(1736)  were  here  only  a  year,  or  less.  The  Rev.  Peter  Fon- 
taine, chaplain  to  William  Byrd's  expedition  which  drew  the 
North  Carolina- Virginia  dividing  line,  visited  the  parish  in 

1728.  The  Rev.  Richard  Marsden,  the  Rev.  Robinson,  and 

the  Rev.  Walter  Jones  visited  it  in  1730.  Dr.  John  Boyd,  rector 
of  Northwest  Parish,  visited  it  periodically  between  1732  and 
1736,  and  eventually  died  in  Chowan  County.  But  for  twenty 
of  those  critical  early  years  there  was  no  minister  of  any  kind. 
The  responsibility  for  the  chapels  in  distant  parts  of  the  parish, 
some  more  than  thirty  miles  away,  rested  almost  entirely  on 
a  series  of  lay  readers  whose  service  has  never  been  recog- 
nized; Isaac  Hunter,  for  instance,  served  for  twenty  years  in 
what  is  now  Gates  County,  and  his  sons  continued  his  work. 

On  August  24,  1737,  Dr.  John  Boyd  reported  to  the 
S.  P.  G.  that  there  was  "now  Building  a  large  Brick  Church  at 
Edenton."  This  was  partly  wishful  thinking.  True,  the  lots  had 
been  cleared,  bricks  had  been  bought  and  shell  to  make  mor- 
tar, and  scaffolding  was  up;  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  some 
work  had  been  done  on  the  apse.  But  almost  nine  years  later, 
May  6,  1746,  the  framework  for  the  roof  has  not  been  covered, 
because  of  disagreement  among  the  commissioners.  Not  until 
1748  was  the  roof  put  on,  and  not  until  1755  was  the  building 

enclosed  i.e.,  completely  walled.  It  was  first  used  in  1760, 

for  a  vestry  meeting.  Five  years  later  it  was  described  as  being 
in  a  "ruinous"  condition  because  the  vestry  actually  did  not 
have  the  authority  to  receive  tithes,  much  less  collect  them, 
since  every  Vestry  Act  passed  by  the  North  Carolina  Assembly 
was  promptly  vetoed  in  England.  In  1771  the  windows  still 
lacked  glass  which  was  to  have  been  put  in  four  years  earlier. 
Only  in  1774  was  the  interior  woodwork  finished,  on  the  very 
eve  of  the  Revolution. 

The  Rev.  Clement  Hall  (1744-1759)  did  the  great  pio- 
neer work  of  this  parish,  covering  in  annual  visitations  all  the 
neighboring  parishes  cut  off  from  this.  An  Englishman  who 
settled  first  in  Perquimans  County,  he  returned  to  England  for 
ordination  in  1744  and  then  came  to  Edenton.  In  1752  he 
estimated  that  he  had  ridden  14,000  miles,  preached  675 
sermons,  baptized  6,195  persons,  administered  Holy  Com- 
munion to  as  many  as  two  or  three  hundred  persons  on  one 
missionary  journey,  and  performed  countless  lesser  services. 
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He  was  the  author  of  the  first  book  published  in  North  Caro- 
line, except  for  the  famous  'yellow  jacket"  compilation  of  laws. 
He  established  the  first  secondary  school  in  North  Carolina, 
securing  for  it  in  1756  the  services  of  an  S.  P.  G.  schoolmaster 
named  Daniel  Earl,  who  later  returned  to  England  for  ordina- 
tion and  succeeded  Mr.  Hall  as  rector  of  St.  Paul's. 

The  Rev.  Daniel  Earl  (1759-1778)  cared  for  an  area 
covering  the  present  Chowan,  Gates,  and  Perquimans  Counties, 
ministering  to  at  least  four  congregations  in  Perquimans.  He 
estimated  that  in  fifteen  years  he  baptized  almost  fifteen  hundred 
persons.  He,  too,  pled  for  schools,  as  his  predecessor  had  done, 
and  secured,  in  Charles  Pettigrew,  a  schoolmaster  who  followed 
his  example  by  going  to  England  for  ordination,  in  1774,  and 
returning  to  assist  and  later  to  carry  on  his  work. 

Most  of  the  Revolutionary  leaders  in  this  section  were 

members  of  St.  Paul's  Church  Joseph  Hewes,  who  signed 

the  Declaration  of  Independence;  James  Iredell,  later  a  Justice 
of  the  first  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States;  Samuel  John- 
ston, first  Senator  from  North  Carolina  and  one  of  the  earliest 
Governors  of  the  new  state;  and  many  more.  The  rector,  "Par- 
son" Earl,  presided  at  the  meeting  which  elected  delegates  to 
the  Provincial  Congress  in  1774  and  urged  that  people  defeat 
England's  economic  warfare  by  improving  the  quality  and 
quantity  of  their  own  manufactures.  His  vestry,  on  June  19, 
1776,  signed  what  they  called  the  Test,  professing  their  al- 
legiance to  the  King  and  constitutional  government,  and  for 
that  reason  protesting  against  unfair  taxes,  unjust  meddling 
in  colonial  government,  and  any  other  infraction  of  the  rights 
of  free  people.  They  even  engaged  to  support  all  the  actions 
of  the  Provincial  and  Continental  Congresses.  That  was  fifteen 
days  before  the  signing  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 

There  is,  therefore,  no  foundation  for  the  idea  that  the 
Rev.  Daniel  Earl  was  not  permitted,  for  political  reasons,  to 
hold  service.  As  for  the  Rev.  Charles  Pettigrew  (1775-1807), 
his  Revolutionary  sympathies  and  family  connections  (he  had 
married  Col.  James  Blount's  daughter)  were  beyond  question. 
Yet  with  the  withdrawal  of  financial  aid  from  England  and  the 
end  of  any  supervision  and  encouragement  from  England,  the 
parish  collapsed  and  with  it  the  one  chapel  still  functioning. 

At  least  two  attempts,  not  very  successful,  were  made  to 
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provide  a  salary  for  Mr.  Pettigrew  as  rector  of  St.  Paul's,  one 
as  early  as  1781.  The  church  was  used  for  service  at  least  oc- 
casionally. Mr.  Pettigrew  preached  James  Iredell's  funeral  ser- 
mon there.  The  Masons  used  it  on  St.  John's  Day.  However, 
contemporary  accounts  by  visitors  show  that  the  building  had 
fallen  into  terrible  condition,  statements  proved  by  the  rec- 
ords of  the  repairs  made  between  1806  and  1809-  Somehow 
Mr.  Pettigrew  managed  to  keep  the  Church  alive  in  the  hearts 
of  a  devout  minority  all  around  the  western  end  of  Albemarle 
Sound.  In  1794  he  was  elected  the  first  bishop  of  North  Caro- 
lina, but  his  own  poor  health  and  all  sorts  of  outside  obstacles 
prevented  his  ever  getting  to  a  General  Convention  for  conse- 
cration, and  he  died  still  a  priest,  in  1807. 

Proof  of  Pettigrew's  influence  lies  in  the  fact  that  two 
years  earlier  thirty-nine  members  of  St.  Paul's  Church  secured 
fairly  generous  subscriptions  towards  repairing  the  church. 
Most  of  the  work  was  done  during  1806  and  1807,  but  the 
painting  was  finished  in  1808,  and  all  bills  finally  settled  in 
1809.  It  was  a  remarkable  accomplishment  for  a  congregation 
with  no  resident  rector  —  or  no  rector  at  all. 

The  Rev.  Frederick  Hatch  (1811-1815)  reorganized  the 
parish,  only  to  leave  it  vacant  again  for  several  years.  The 
coming  of  Bishop  Ravenscroft  to  the  diocese  in  1823,  and 
of  the  Rev.  John  Avery  to  the  parish,  made  a  new  beginning 
for  St.  Paul's.  It  was  during  Mr.  Avery's  ministry  (1821-1835) 
that  the  rectory  lots  were  acquired.  The  Rev.  William  Cairns 
(1836-1837)  was  followed  by  one  of  the  most  forceful  rectors 
in  the  history  of  the  parish. 

Under  the  care  of  Rev.  Samuel  I.  Johnston  (1837-1865) 
the  congregation  grew  so  much  that  there  was  serious  con- 
sideration of  enlarging  the  church  or  even  building  a  new 
one.  Early  in  his  ministry,  on  December  1,  1839,  the  Church 
was  consecrated  by  Bishop  Levi  S.  Ives,  who  reported  the  fact 
to  the  diocesan  convention  next  spring.  Even  Bishop  Ives'  con- 
version to  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  and  the  period  of  un- 
certainty, perhaps  even  more  trying,  which  preceded  his  de- 
fection, did  not  shake  St.  Paul's.  For  at  least  thirteen  years,  Dr. 
Johnston  had  to  have  an  assistant.  Together  with  the  Rev. 
Charles  Maison  (1847-1850),  the  Rev.  Charles  Parkman 
(1851-1856),  and  the  Rev.  Francis  Hilliard  (1857-1859), 
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Dr.  Johnston  baptized  1,085  persons  and  presented  352  for 
confirmation.  Mr.  Parkman  deserves  a  word  by  himself,  be- 
cause he  wrote  the  first  history  of  the  church,  preserved  its 
oldest  register  by  copying  it,  and  presented  the  two  silver  vases 
we  still  use,  ''in  memory  of  St.  Mark"  on  whose  feast,  in  1852, 
he  was  ordained  priest  —  the  second  ordination  in  St.  Paul's 
Church.  All  of  these  Edenton  clergymen  were  active  members 
of  the  Albemarle  Convocation,  corresponding  to  the  regional 
clerical  meeting  of  the  present  day.  Dr.  Johnston  and  his  as- 
sistants carried  on  no  mission  work  as  such,  but  many  mem- 
bers of  the  congregation  did  much  work  among  their  slaves, 
and  at  least  two  had  plantation  chapels  served  by  St.  Paul's.  The 
effects  of  the  Oxford  Movement  may  be  seen  in  Morning  and 
Evening  Prayer  read  daily  in  church,  and  in  more  frequent 
Communion  services.  There  are  indications  that  a  parochial 
school  existed  for  awhile. 

The  rector's  long  illness  and  death,  and  the  disaster  of 
war,  paralyzed  the  parish  at  the  very  peak  of  its  development. 
The  men  disappeared  into  the  army,  the  bells  into  the  cannon 
of  the  Edenton  Bell  Battery.  For  four  years  the  records  are 
blank.  The  recovery  which  accompanied  the  return  as  rector 
of  the  Rev.  Francis  Hilliard  (1865-1869)  ended  abruptly  with 
the  unhappy  ministry  of  the  Rev.  Angelo  Benton  ( 1870-1874) . 
Then  for  two  years  there  was  no  rector,  in  spite  of  strenuous 
efforts  to  secure  one.  The  ninth  minister  called,  the  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Lord,  accepted,  came,  and  resigned  after  two  months 
( 1876 ) .  The  tenth  stayed  fifty-six  years. 

The  memory  of  Dr.  Robert  Brent  Drane  (1876-1932) 
is  cherished  still.  A  hundred  of  the  communicants  today  were 
members  of  his  flock,  and  dozens  more  are  their  wives,  husbands, 
or  children.  Dr.  Drane  baptized  457  persons  and  presented  315 
for  Confirmation.  Like  Dr.  Johnston,  he  inspired  his  own  son 
to  enter  the  ministry  —  the  Rev.  Frederick  S.  Drane  was  a 
missionary  in  Alaska  for  ten  years,  part  of  the  time  Archdeacon 
of  the  Yukon.  Dr.  Drane  also  started,  in  the  upper  part  of  the 
county,  a  mission,  now  closed,  some  of  the  members  of  which 
belong  to  our  congregation  today.  He  was  largely  instrumental 
in  building  a  chapel  at  Nags  Head  and  ministered  there  every 
year.  He  was  responsible  for  the  building  of  our  parish  house, 
and  planted  the  double  row  of  magnolias  south  of  the  church. 
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Deeply  interested  in  history,  he  had  the  graves  of  the  colonial 
Governors  moved  to  the  churchyard  from  plantation  burying 
grounds  which  were  being  washed  away  by  the  sound,  and 
was  a  founder  of  the  Roanoke  Colony  Memorial  Association. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Ashby  (1933-1942),  sharing  this  in- 
terest in  history,  stirred  up  a  great  deal  of  interest  throughout 
the  state  in  the  preservation  of  Pettigrew's  home  and  chapel. 
Since  this  project  could  not  be  carried  out,  its  substitute,  the 
restoration  of  Somerset,  may  be  considered  as  directly  due  to 
Mr.  Ashby's  efforts. 

The  local  air  base,  opened  and  closed  three  times  since 
1942,  has  automatically  brought  a  certain  increase  in  the  size 
of  our  congregation,  and  great  challenges  to  the  priests  in 
charge  of  the  parish  during  these  years,  the  Rev.  Lewis  Schenck 
(1942-1943),  the  Rev.  Harold  Gilmer  (1944-1950),  the 
Rev.  Gordon  Bennett  (1950-1956),  and  the  Rev.  George 
Holmes  (195  6-).  During  Mr.  Gilmer's  ministry,  the  church 
was  found  to  be  in  need  of  extensive  repairs  and  was  fortunately 
stripped  of  all  furnishings,  even  the  memorial  tablets  in  the 
walls,  before  work  began.  On  June  1,  1949,  the  galleries,  organ, 
roof,  and  steeple  were  destroyed  by  fire;  not  until  July,  1950,. 
was  it  ready  for  use,  rebuilt  as  it  had  been  before  the  fire,  and  re- 
equipped  with  the  same  furnishings  and  ornaments  given  by 
generations  of  devoted  members.  It  is  our  hope  that  the  hearten- 
ing growth  of  the  parish  in  recent  years  may  be  further  stimu- 
lated by  the  renewed  consecration  of  the  church,  and  lead  ta 
a  period  of  greater  increase  in  size  and  greater  depth  of  spiritual 
development  such  as  followed  its  consecration  120  years  ago. 
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THE  CHURCH  BUILDING 


'The  church  is  set  among  great  magnolias,  crepe  myrtles, 
and  boxwood.  Around  it  the  greensward  is  covered  with  early 
gravestones  and  tombs,  those  to  the  south  of  the  church  mark- 
ing the  graves  of  the  early  governors.  The  gabled  nave  with 
its  elliptical  apse  and  the  low,  west  tower,  from  which  springs 
a  tall,  shingled  spire,  form  an  ideal  in  village  churches,  un- 
rivaled in  this  country  except  perhaps  by  Christ  Church,  New 
Castle,  Delaware. 

"Saint  Paul's  is  built  of  brick,  the  nave  laid  in  Flemish 
bond,  with  rusticated  doorways  and  the  apse  laid  in  all-header 
bond.  All  of  the  windows  are  large,  with  segmental,  arched 
heads,  the  east  window  having  a  gauged  brick  frame.  The 
western  tower  projects  from  the  church  and  has  a  belfry  under 
the  spire,  with  arched,  louvered  openings.  The  design  of  the 
square  tower  in  relation  to  the  octagonal  spire  is  interesting  and 
well  managed.  The  interior  of  the  church  has  a  central,  barrel- 
vaulted  nave  with  tall,  aisle  columns  supporting  side  galleries  . . . 
(i.e.,  in  the  chancel.) 

"Even  with  its  later  woodwork.  Saint  Paul's  is  an  unusually 
complete  survival  of  early  church  building.  Its  form  is  unusual 
in  an  area  of  county  churches  where  a  bell  tower  is  unnecessary 
and  custom  avoided  a  chancel  apse.  No  apse  is  known  even  on 
seventeenth-century  churches  in  Virginia,  and  the  only  reference 
to  one  there  is  in  a  drawing  in  the  Fulham  Palace  archives . . . 
It  would  seem  quite  possible  that  the  plans  for  Saint  Paul's 
came  from  England,  perhaps  through  the  Society  for  the  Propa- 
gation of  the  Gospel." 

The  oldest  possessions  of  St.  Paul's  Church  are  its  book 
of  vestry  minutes  going  back  to  1701,  and  a  silver  chalice  and 
paten.  £lO  of  the  cost  of  this  silver  was  given  by  Governor 
Francis  Nicholson  of  Virginia;  yet  they  are  inscribed  "The  Gift 
of  Colonell  Edward  Mosely  for  y^  use  of  y®  Church  in  Edenton 
in  the  year  1725."  There  is  a  silver  tankard  (made  before  the 
Revolution)  presented  by  Mrs.  Mary  Harvey  Granberry  in 
1833.  A  slightly  later  piece  was  given  for  an  alms  basin,  it  is 
inscribed  "Presented  with  the  Cushions  &  Hangings  by  the 
Ladies  of  the  Prot.  Epis.  Church  in  Edenton  1812."  A  pewter 
chalice,  probably  about  a  hundred  years  old,  is  machine-made; 
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an  older  pewter  paten,  hand-made,  probably  came  from  Eng- 
land. A  pair  of  silver-plated  vases,  mentioned  above,  com- 
memorate the  Rev.  Charles  Parkman's  ordination  to  the  priest- 
hood in  1852.  A  pair  of  silver-plated  alms  basins  were  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  C.  F.  Greenwood  in  1898.
